Dr.  Martin  emphasized  the 
teaching  function  of  the  gradu- 
ates as  important  because  it  pre- 
sents the  “Mormon  point  of 
view”  to  the  American  people.

Evaluation . . . 


Dear  Editor: 


Baseball  players  and  spectators  are  treated  somewhat  like  un- 
wanted country  cousins  at  Brigham  Young  University,  if  Friday’s 
double-header  against  Montana  was  any  indication  of  an  official 
attitude.  Coach  Dave  Crowton’s  players  began  their  conference  com- 
petition with  a double-header  victory,  but  they  labored  under  some 
demoralizing  handicaps. 

As  if  his  coaching  duties  weren’t  sufficient,  Coach  Crow- 
ton  also  served  as  chief  batboy  until  a volunteer  from  the  knot- 
hole gang  replaced  him  in  the  second  game.  No  batboys  were 
provided  the  Montana  team. 

From  his  arrival  at  the  game,  until  his  departure,  each  spectator, 
was  neglected. 

First,  he  was  charged  10  cents  for  admission.  This  charge  prob- 
ably was  made  because  Timp  Park  is  not  owned  by  the  school  and 
rent  must  be  paid.  Why  can’t  this  rental  be  paid  from  studentbody 
activity  funds?  If  the  money  is  collected  as  taxes,  it  should  still  be 
paid  from  activity  funds.  The  portable  turnstiles  could  be  used  con- 
veniently, if  counting  the  student  attendance  were  a necessity. 

There  were  no  printed  programs,  such  as  proved  so  popular 
at  basketball  games.  Nor  was  there  a public  address  system  to 
announce  the  players  and  give  general  information.  The  score- 
board  in  left  field  was  not  operated.  Hence,  spectators  did  not 
know  the  score,  the  inning,  or  the  players. 

Baseball  in  universities  throughout  the  nation,  is  being  caught 
in  a squeeze  play.  Colleges  want  baseball,  but  want  it  to  remain  in 
a corner. 

While  baseball  struggles  to  start,  basketball  season  stretches 
over,  and  then  football  spring  practices  begin.  Publicists  are  tired 
after  a long  winter,  and  in  addition,  want  to  drum  up  the  football 
trade.  Baseball  suffers. 

One  of  the  evils  of  college  baseball-  has  been  the  active  prosely- 
ting by  professional  baseball  scouts.  Warren  Giles,  president  of  the 
National  League,  told 1 a recent  baseball  coaches’  convention  that 
such  practices  would  be  curtailed  immediately,  when  colleges  decide 
to  give  spring  back  to  the  baseball  players.  Meanwhile,  major  league 
baseball  cannot  afford  to  stand  idly  by  and  witness  the  extinction  of 
the  national  sport. 

\ Coaches  attending  the  convention  went  on*record  as  desiring 
mqre  games  during  the  season,  and  expressed  their  concern  over 
the  present  status  of  collegiate  baseball. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  something  is  done  to  arrest  the  present 
discouraging  trend  at  Brigham  Young  University.

for  the  students. 


Overseeing  the  secretary-recep- 
tionist system  is  duty  of  the  sec- 
retary-historian. She  keeps  min-_ 
utes  of  executive  and  legislative' 
meetings^  Compilation  of  a his- 
tory of  the  school  year  is  also 
a duty  of  this  office. 


Mel  Marshall,  as  Oliver  Cowde- 
ry, was  voted  the  actor  that 
gave  the  outstanding  perform- 
ance and  Ruth  Hale,  as  Lucy 
Smith,  was  second. 


President  and  other  officers 
must  be  willing  workers  and  able 
organizers.  The  president,  in  ad- 
dition should  have  public-speak- 
ing ability.  As  the  only  contact 
many  people  have  with  the 
school,  .he  and  the  school  will  be 
judged  by  his  words  and  by  his 
actions. 


Business  manager  must  budget 
funds  to'  cover  a wide  range  of 
extra-curricular  activities.

Saving  a life  can  be  the  result 
of  the  donatioh  of  just  one  pint 
of  blood  when  the  Tied  Cross 
blood  mobile  visits  BYU’s  campus 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  this 
week. 

Students  can  sign  up  for  dona- 
tion today  in  the  Smith  Building, 
or  if  they  don’t  have  an  appoint- 
ment, they  may  go  to  the  blood- 
mobile  tomorrow  or  Thursday 
and  have  a fair  chance  of  donat- 
ing. 

Blood  is  used  by  the  Red  Cross 
for  the  manufacturing  of  the 
polio  serum  called  gamma  glo- 
bulin, as  well  as  for  emergencies 
and  disasters  throughout  the 
country. 

The  process  of  giving  blood  is 
practically  painless  as  well  as 
perfectly  safe  for  the  donor.  Any- 
one 18  or  over  who  has  not  given 
blood  within  the  past  three 
months  is  eligible  to  donate. 
There  are  a few  restrictions  on 
what  to  eat  before  giving  blood. 
Students  should  refrain  from 
eating  four  hours  before  dona- 
tions and  should  avoid  eating  fat- 
ty foods  for  24  hours.  They  are 
encouraged  to  drink  lots  of  li- 
quids and  get  plenty  of  rest.

In  this 
way  they  could  be  earning  money  to  stay  in  school,  and,  also,  they 
could  be  gaining  experience  in  professional  ball.

I wonder  if  Mr.  Briggs’  idea  of  letting  the  players  compete  dur- 
ing the  summer,  in  order  to  increase  the  quality  of  college  ball,  has 
any  small  print  at  the  bottom,  and,  if  so,  if  he  reads  it.  Maybe  it 
would  show  that  one  reason  for  college  baseball  to  seem  to  be 
* dying  off  is  that  the  sport  is  not  played  during  the  good-weather 
months  of  the  year. 

I will  grant  him  that  the  plan  sounds  good — from  the  major 
league  viewpoint.  But,  letting  professional  athletes  play  among  col- 
lege amateurs  would  be  like  allowing  high  school  stars  to  pitch  in  the 
little  league. 

Or,  put  it  this  way.  How  do  you  think  the  Cougar  baseball  team 
would  feel  about  opposing  the  Cleveland  Indians  playing  for  the 
U of  U?
